be distributed to the top 10 in the 
series. <

Gaylon Mosier felt so 
good after taking a fifth overall and 
a third in the second moto at the 
U.S. Grand Prix that the very next 
day he married his favorite 
squeeze, Pam. The wedding took 
place in Huntington Beach. 


Florida's extremely 
foxy Kimbo Newman is visiting the 
west coast and taking in some 
motocross. The only thing hotter than 
Heikki Mikkola at the U.S. Grand Prix 
was the rumor that Kimbo was staying 
with Bultaco's Rich Eierstedt. 
Michelle Markell, Rich's girlfriend 
knows of the set-up. This reminds 
Papa of "Peyton's Place." 


Bengt Aberg's thumper has a 11:1 
compression ratio piston in the 
engine and everything else is stock 
in the power plant. The mighty 
Yamaha was sidelined due to a 
blown head gasket. A $4.84 part 
cost Bengt a shot at valuable 
championship points. 


The California Racing Club (CRC) 
Moonshiner enduro, originally 
scheduled for July 23rd, has been 
cancelled due to a Bureau of Land 
Management (BLM) permit denial. 
An appeal would take about a year to 
be ruled on. The BLM said their 
guidelines for land use don’t cover 
night event.

(14-8); 9. Chuck Sun (11-11); 10. 
Warren Reid (19-7). 


Watch for a new 450cc horizontally- 
opposed twin cylinder from BMW. A 
mild 27 horsepower, two-into-one 
exhaust and a shorter than /6-series 
wheelbase is expected. No relase date 
or official confirmation has been 
issued from the factory. 


The extra-long shocks on the rear 
of 125cc World Chapion Gaston 
Rahier's Suzuki extend below the 
swingarm, similar to the lower part 
of leading-axle forks.

In an attempt to secure more 
European stars for the TransAMA 
series, the: American Motorcyclist 
Assn. (AMA) will pay — up to $1,000 
— the traveling expenses for eight 
selected Europeans. According to the 
AMA's Mike DiPrete, the money is to 
help the Europeans get to the U.S. 
After that, they will have to pay their 
own expenses, just like the Americans. 


Hank Scott will ride a Triumph at 
the Columbia _ National. Bill 
Kennedy of Elyria Triumph (Ohio) is 
building him a super fast machine, 
according to Hank. Kennedy's 
Triumphs have béen proven 
winners this year in the hands of 
Junior Lance Jones. Hank's Shell 
Motors Yamaha ride is in doubt 
with the recent bankruptcy of that 
company. 


This year's Hang Ten Grand Prix at 
Carlsbad may be the last. According 
to Mike DiPrete, AMA Professional 
Motocross Manager, the preliminary 
1978 FIM calendar grants the U.S. a 
250 Grand Prix at Unadilla, N.Y. but 
no 500 round. The AMA is trying to 
get the 500 round reinstated, said 
DiPrete. 


AMA National motocross will 
probably undergo drastic chances 
in 1978. Present plans call for the 
elimination of 125, 250 and 500 
National champions. Instead, there 
will be an outdoor motocross 
champion and a stadium 
motocross champion. There will be 
seven 250 Nationals and seven 500 
Nationals, each with a 125 Support 
class. The outdoor MX champion 
will have the best combined score, 
and there will also be a support 
class champion. 


The stadium Supercross series will 
probably remain much the same as 
this year. There is a strong possibility 
that the qualifying motos will pay 
national points--three for first, two for 
second and one for third. Westerville 
is considering the idea of shortening 
the consolation moto to six laps and 
advancing the winner to the final. 


As well as changing rules slightly, 
there will probably be new 
Supercross sites. Though Dallas 
may drop its race, Seattle, Chicago 
and Foxboro, Mass. stadiums are 
interested in promoting 
Supercross events. 


Racing World, in Trabuco Canyon, 
Calif., will host two AMA Pro 
motocross qualifiers--one on August 
14, the other September 11. Also, 
DiPrete’ said there was “а good 
chance” that Racing World would 
host a National in 1978. 


On July -22 there will be a 
motorcycle jump contest pitting 
American co-champion Gary Wells 
against the French champion. 
Wells, who tied in the Houston 
competition for the jumping 
championship with Rex Blackwell, 
will meet the French champion in 
scenic surroundings — the Lake 
Geneva Playboy Club. Jumpers 
may be crazy, but at least they 
have good taste. 


Pavel Rulev and Yuri Khudiakov have 
entered the July 17 Valvoline 125cc 
U.S. Grand Prix Motocross. The 
appearance of the Russian CZ riders 
will mark the first time Soviets have 
raced in the United States. 


Chuck Tannland used to tune for 
Pat Richter when Richter was 
sponsored by KTM. Now, Richter 
is sponsred by Moto-X-Fox, and 
Tannland has been hired as 
Richter's wrench. That makes 
Tannland a  new-to-Moto-X-Fox 
mechanic, but not a new-to-Richter 
wrench. Got that? 


Never believe a PR man: According to 
the official entry list we received from 
the Hang Ten U.S.G.P. promoters, 
Bob Hannah would ride a Yamaha in 
that race. Seems that Hannah went 
125cc racing instead, in spite of the 
PR-motivated entry in the 500cc 
international race. 


No, that was not Heikki Mikkola in 
the photo on page 11 of last 
week's CYCLE NEWS. Yes, it was 
Pierre Karsmakers, and yes, the 
caption-writer responsible feels 
stupid and vows to never screw up 
like that again. Look at it this way: 
have you ever in your life made a 
stupid mistake at work? We plead 
humanity.

We lost $18,000 at San Jose the first 
year and $13,000 the second shortened 
year. Needless to say we folded, quit, 
period. 

Prior to Harry Oxley and his 
backers, (dedicated speedway men), 
speedway racing had been a losing 
proposition dating back to the Lincoln 
Speedway days, then Whitman 
Stadium and the indoor events at the 
Coliseum. 

For my part I admire and respect 
those men, the promoters, who had 
the guts to buck losing odds and take 
over the promotion of what had been a 
losing propsition. So when they finally 
show a profit it is only fair they 
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continue to show a profit to make up 
for their early losing years. 

Yes, the riders deserve a fair shake 
also, no question on that, but if they 
have been getting a guaranteed purse 
versus 3096 of the gate I consider that 
a fair shake. I drove midget race cars 
for 12 years so have been on both sides 
of the fence and was also involved in a 
strike against Oakland Stadium in 
1947, a sad affair, (we never regained 
our former crowds and/or purses). 

Yes, I feel Harry and company, if 
they paid 30% or a guarantee, have 
been fair to the riders.

I just finished reading Roy Taylor's 
letter in the June 15 issue (Cycle News 
#23) and would like to put in my two 
cents worth concerning the United 
Racing Assn. (URA) $5 license fee. My 
answer to Roy is: Don’t ride these rip- 
off enduros. Those type of clubs are 
out to make the bucks and the hell 
with the family man. Consider a 
family of four (like mine) who all ride. 
Twenty bucks for licenses, $80 to enter 
plus gas for bikes and truck and you've 
spent over $100 to ride an enduro 
that's just half-assed run. 

Stick with clubs like California 
Racing Club (CRC) and Pomona 
Valley Desert Riders (PVDR) who 
have no license fees and put on a good 
family event at a fair price. 

I rode PVDR's Granny Enduro on 
June 5. Due to a mix-up with the 
Bureau of Land Management (BLM), 
they were forced to run both loops over 
the same course. They did an excellent 
job of mixing the speeds and checks 
between the two loops. The best part 
of the PVDR's system is a fair entry 
fee, $7.50 for two loops and $6.50 for 
one loop. Plus, they had a mini-loop 
on Saturday for the little tots, gave 
them a finisher pin and a trophy. Now 
that's what I call a "family" enduro.

Gerrit Wolsink (Suz) won his fourth-straight 
United States 500cc Motocross Grand Prix at 
Carlsbad Sunday, tieing with Heikki Mikkola 


(Yam) on points but earning victory on the 


basis of total elapsed time. 
“Everything seems to click for me at 
this track,” said Gerrit after being 
declared the winner. “Somehow I put 
it together here.” 

Many spectators left the track 
thinking that Mikkola, the current 
500cc World Championship Points lead- 
er, had won with his fourth in the first 
moto and second-moto win, versus 
Wolsink's third in the first moto and 
second in the second moto. But after a 
scoring delay and in spite of protest 
filed by Mikkola, Wolsink was 
declared the winner by 15 seconds in 
the combined first and second moto 
time totals, using the Olympic scoring 
system. 

But even if he didn’t get the overall 
first place money, Mikkola stretched 
his World Championship points lead 
even further over current title holder 
Roger DeCoster (Suz). After beating 
Mikkola in the first moto with a second 
place, DeCoster collided with Brad 
Lackey (Hon) in the second moto after 
Lackey fell down while leading. 
Mikkola passed the crash to take the 
lead, and DeCoster retired from the 
race with bent forks. 

In the past three years, Wolsink had 
won going away, and by crashing into 
the wall and knocking himself out. 
This year he said, “I never quit in the 
motos, as long as you're not in first 
place there is always some one to try 
and catch." 

Not all the Europeans could make it 
over for the U.S. round. Graham 
Noyce was hospitalized with race 
injuries, and Willi Bauer, Arne 
Lindfors and Adolf Weil were also no- 
shows. And the performance of 
American riders may have made the 
Europeans who did show up wish they 
were some place else. 


A walk through the pits would 
convince anyone that this was indeed a 
World Championship round, with the 
finest in motocross technology on 
display Team Suzuki had new work 
bikes for DeCoster and Wolsink. 
concerning the lastest Hondas, Brad 
Lackey said, "I'm sure we have the 
best motorcycle out there — our 
suspension is better and they are fast.” 
Karsmaker's spare Yamaha had a 
trick remote reservoir for his 
monoshock bolted onto the swingarm. 
John Banks’ CCM and Bengt Aberg's 
'TT500 added four-stroke thunder. 
Jones AMMEX was on hand to debut 
the new Open class prototype. 

From the Team Suzuki's trucks with 
an entire machine shop’ inside and 
Team Harley-Davidson's bus to the 
single borrowed van of Mikkola the 
pits were a serious place. Everyone 
knew that DeCoster desperately 
needed the points to retain a chance of 
winning the title for a record sixth 
time. 

The track was really rough. Last 
year there were complaints that the 
track wasn’t challenging. This year, 
the track tested both rider and 
machine to the limits. On Saturday 
Lackey said, “It needs more water. It 
should be really muddy on Sunday.” 

Lackey got his wish — muddy it 
was. The course was watered most of 
the night, and, on Sunday when 
Wolsink saw the track, he said with 
glee in his eye, “The track looks really 
good.” Tommy Croft also commented 
onthe track. “If they want to build a 
challenging track it’s alright with us 
(Americans). We'll give them a hell of 

race anywhere!” 

And that the Americans did. 

As the gate dropped to start the first 
International moto Jim Pomeroy had

power and quickly stretching out an 
early lead as the rest of the field of the: 
best riders in the world fought traffic. 
in previous appearances at the U.S. 
Grand Prix Pomeroy had been forced 
to start from the second row because of : 
his competing in the 250 World 
Championship rounds. This year, 
Pomeroy proved that a front row start 
made things a lot easier. In an early 
second place was Herbert Schmit 
(Mai) from West Germany, followed 
closely by Kent Howerton. The 
leading trio was chased by five-time 
World Champion Roger DeCoster, 
who, after posting the fastest 
qualifying time, was on the gas and 
making up ground fast. By lap two, 
DeCoster had slipped past Howerton 
for third and began to reel in Schmitz. 
' The second lap also marked the 
retirement of Pierre Karsmakers 
(Yam) — his bike's handlebar bolts 
came loose, allowing the bars to make 
contact with the gas tank. ~~ 
On the next lap DeCoster didn’t 
waste any time, and moved into 
second as Schmitz began to fade. 
Pomeroy and DeCoster ran away from 
the rest of the pack. Back in third 
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(Above) Bob Elliott (68) grabbed the holeshot in the support class. (Below) At the bottom of the BIG downhill Schmitz Wolsink bad: Mikkola tucked in on.bis 
(9) leads Howerton (15) and DeCoster (1). (Bottom) Gaylon Mosier warmed up for his wedding day by taking a third rear fender and the duo flew past 
in the second moto and a fifth overall. Schmitz to take over the third and 


fourth spots. Tommy Croft's late-moto 
charge carried him from ninth place 
at the start into fifth at the finish. 
Croft was really serious and didn't 
falter as he held off Tony DiStefano 
(who was fresh off another 250 
National Championship and who had 
first ridden the new Open class Suzuki 
just one week before the race). Lackey 
faded back in the moto — after 
breaking his toe the week before he 
had been sick and was a little short on 
endurance. 

With the falling of the checkered 
flag, Pomeroy made history. After 
being the first American to win a 
Grand Prix (250cc, Spain, 1973), he 
became the fist to win a moto at the 
U.S. 500cc Grand Prix. DeCoster, who 
had narrowed Pomeroy's lead to 
three seconds at the moto end, was 
second, followed by Wolsink, Mikkola, 
Croft, DiStefano, Lackey, Smith, 
Schmitz and Gaylon Mosier. Six of the 
top 10 places belonged to Americans. 
In no other country has there ever 
been a domination of the top riders as 
in the United States. Our national 
riders are constantly proving that they 
are indeed some of the best in the 
world. 

As Art Scholl dazzled the crowd 
with an air circus between motos, 
mechanics were changing an unusual 
number of flat rear tires. The rough 
track was taking its toll. Out for the 
day was Bengt Aberg. 

“A head gasket blew and we 
don't have a spare. A 50¢ part 
knocked us out for the day.” said Lars 
Larrson, the Torsten Hallman 
distributor who was helping in the 
pits., Lackey’s 17-inch rear tire was 
flat. On the Banks CCM the shift 
spline broke and knocked John out of 
the first moto. Hakan Andersson 
didn’t have a bike for practice on 
Saturday — there was a mix up at the 
airport and finally his Montesa was 
flown into Los Angeles at 3:00 a.m. 
Sunday. Haken wasn’t having very 
good luck as he didn’t finish in the top 
18 riders in either moto. 

As the riders took their places for 
the start of moto two the crowd was 
wondering if this could be the year an 
American took the overall as well? 
Pomeroy looked smooth and fast in the 
first moto. Hopes for an overall for an 
American vanished in the first turn. “I 
screwed up on the start and was 
pushing it hard into the first turn. 
Gerrit was hit by a rider and pushed 
into me. All I can remember is Gerrit 
falling in front of me,” Pomeroy said

later. The first turn spill took down 
Pomeroy, Wolsink and another rider. 
Everyone remounted and took off after 
leader Pierre Karsmakers. Brad was 
proving that the Hondas had some 
serious horsepower as he jumped into 
the lead on the downhill. Smith 
seconded the motion as he moved into 
second until a flat forced him out of 
the race. (The Americans are losing all 
respect for the “European 
domination.”) After Marty dropped 
out DeCoster moved into second 
behind Brad. Roger looked like a 
sure overall winner. But Roger 
refused to settle for second when he 
needs all the points he can get to keep 
his crown. Brad's lead was slim as he 
and Roger flew down the giant 
downhill. At the bottom of the hill 
Lackey was holding off DeCoster. The 
two riders went up the next little hill, 
made the 180? turn, then came down 
the little hill leading to the main 
grandstand area. Then disaster struck 
for Roger. Lackey fell and Roger was 
so close behind that the Suzuki 
rammed the downed Honda. Brad's 
rear fender was bent under and Roger 
retired with bent forks. After the spill 
Mikkola inherited the lead. 

In second place was Maico’s Gaylon 
Mosier who, after finishing 10th in the 
first moto, was holding down a solid 
second place. After falling in the first 
turn Wolsink was bezerking it and fell 
again on the downhill while pressuring 
Gaylon for second place. “I was going 
too fast down the big hill and he 
(Gaylon) cut me off. It wasn’t his fault. 
My front tire hit his rear and I went 
over the bars,” Gerrit said as he 
remembered the second fall in the 
moto. True to his statement earlier in 
the day, Gerritt never gave up. He 
remounted and began to reel in Mosier 
again. On the white flag lap it was 
Mikkola in a comfortable lead with 
Mosier second ahead of a closing 
Wolsink. Gaylon felt the pressure of 
Wolsink and slid out in one of the now 
sun-hardened turns and Wolsink 
slipped by for second place and what 
later proved to be the overall. The 
finish of moto two was Mikkola first, 
Wolsink second, and Mosier third. 
The top three were followed\in by 
Brad Lackey, who remounted after 
the tangle with DeCoster and put in a 
fantastic ride to take a fourth that was 
good enough for third overall. Schmitz 





was fifth followed closely by Croft then 
DeStefano, then Billy Grossi who put 
in a hot ride on the Open class Suzuki. 
Jaak Van Velthoven and John Banks 
filled out the top 10 places. The top 


three overall went to Gerrit Wolsink 
(3-2), Heikki Mikkola (4-1) and Brad 
Lackey (7-4). 


Support class 
Mike Bell totally dominated the 


support class at the U.S. Grand Prix. 
Bell rides for DG Specialties, which 
receives its bikes from Yamaha. For 


this race, however, the Yamaha 
factory really wanted a victory and 
supplied Bell with a little extra effort. 
This might be viewed as over-kill, 
since Bell has controlled a large 
percentage of the Pro races 
throughout California on a virtually 
stock bike. 

Mike got off the line in the first moto 
in seventh place and by the end of the 
first lap had moved all the way up to 
second behind Steve Rhyan (KTM) 
from San Clemente. By the end of lap 
two the race belonged to Bell and no 
rider challenged him for the 
remainder of the race. Rhyan finished 
second with Scott Gillman (Yam) 
third. Parry Klassen (Yam) and Bob 
Elliot (Suz) rounded out the top five. 

In moto two Rhyan was on the gas 
and determined to take the second 
race. But Bell had other ideas and on 
the fourth lap again had the lead. Bell 
never relinquished the front spot. 
Rhyan held close but couldn't really 
challenge the speedy Bell. In a great 
ride, Lance Moorewood got off the 
line in last place and worked his way to 
10th. Bob Elliot of the Suzuki School 
of Motocross, put together two 
consistent rides of 5-3 for third overall.

Roberts goes all 
the way at 
Loudon

LOUDON, NH, JUNE 19 


enny Roberts ignored 
a "trashed" left hand 
and a "holed" exhaust 
pipe and flat ran away 
with the '77 Laconia Classic road race 
at Bryar Motorsport Park Sunday 
afternoon. Roberts had finished third 
behind three-time Laconia winner 
Gary Nixon and fellow Californian 
Skip Aksland in their heat race, 


prompting many race watchers to 


question the former Grand National 
Champion's ability to ride with a 
clutch hand damaged to the point that 
Roberts suspects the little finger is 
broken. (The injury was suffered two 
weeks prior at a short track race in 
Granite City, Illinois.) But after he 
dominated the 47-lap AMA Grand 
National Championship/ Camel Pro 
Series event, many accused him of 
sandbagging. He dismissed that in his 
usual curt, to-the-point manner. "I 
never sandbag. Gas got on my hands 
in the heat and Nixon and Skip beat 
me. 





Two 10-lap heats were run to set up 
the grid for the National and both 
were full of action. Roberts led the 
intial heat at the end of the first lap, 
but that lap saw New England's Mike 
Baldwin unload heavily at the 
start/finish line. Baldwin hoped to 
score well on what most call his home 
track, but his second get-off of the 
weekend left his bike, which he 
purchased from Mike Kidd just prior 
to the race, damaged to the point that 
he pulled out of the National on the 
third lap. 

Aksland and Nixon took over from 
Roberts on the sixth lap and Nixon 
took the win, passing Aksland on the 
last lap. Nixon “owns” Laconia, and 
the crowd went crazy as he swept by 
Aksland and then wheelied down the 

_ front grandstand straight. 

The second heat saw Gene Romero 
ride his Don Vesco Special Yamaha to 
a nine-second margin of victory over 
the Evel Knievel/Gem Enterprises 
Special of Gary Scott, but once again 
it was a heat that took a heavy toll. 
Canadian Jim Allen got off on the 
third lap and moments later Phil 
McDonald came through the debris 
left on the track.and high-sided. Allen 
escaped injury but McDonald suffered 
a broken left arm. 


National 

Nixon, Aksland, Roberts, Romero 
and Richard Schlacter occupied the 
front row on the starting grid with 
Scott, Dale Singleton, Harry Cone, 
John Long and Ron Pierce filling out 
the second row. 

Roberts pulled off the holeshot at 
the start and for all but a last lap 
charge by Nixon that was the race as 
far as the winner was concerned. 

But as set as the front position was, 
the racing behind the leader was 
furious. Nixon, aboard an Erv 
Kanemoto-prepped Yamaha, had 
young Skip Aksland to contend with 
the entire race. The two exchanged 
the runnerup position nearly 20 times 
and Nixon described their dice as one 
in which they "got close a whole 
bunch." The third place finish by 
Aksland and his PJ-1 Lubricants 
sponsored, Terry Sage tuned Yamaha 
marked his third consecutive top road 
race finish. He won the Long Beach 
GP, finished second at Charlotte and 
appeared happy over his third at 
Loudon. 

Gary Scott pulled out of the race on 
the third lap with a loose countershaft 
sprocket. Scott’s luck in road races 
recently has been “no luck at all.” 
| By the sixth lap Roberts had pulled 
| out a nine-second lead over a three 
„ way dice behind him between Nixon, 
*. Aksland and Romero. 

Lap number 20 saw Roberts holding 
a l4-second lead and the following 
position-swapping trio was nearly a 
half a minute ahead of fourth place 
Richard Schlacter, aboard the Boston 
Cycles sponsored, Kevin Cameron 
tuned Yamaha. А 

Behind Schlacter came 
sponsored Ron Pierce, Taylor White 
sponsored Dale Singleton, Floridian 
John Long and Californian Wes 
Cooley, Tr. 

Lap 21 marked the end of the race 
for Komero. "1 jumped off in the turn 
just before the hill. Nixon, Skip and I 
were having a good race — weren't 
we?" Romero left a pound of flesh on 
the track but other than that was 
uninjured. It broke up a lengthy string 
of top road race finishes for the former 
Grand National champion who had 
just made his auto racing debut the 
previous week in a USAC midget car 
race. 

Roberts had settled down to a 10- 
second lead over the Nixon/Aksland 
war on the 26th lap, but at that point

- Carruthers, heard what everyone did 


— the sound of a holed exhaust pipe. 
Roberts wore a hole through the pipe 
the size of a beer can, but never slowed 
until the final five laps. “Kel signalled 
me that I have five laps to go and a five 
second lead. That meant Nixon and 
Aksland would have to make up over a 
second a lap so I knew I had it made.” 

But while Roberts knew he “had it 
made” the crowd went bananas as 
Nixon broke away from Aksland as 
they worked through lapped riders 
and began to close on Roberts. On the 
next to last lap it appeared that the 36- 
year old red head might be able to pull 
it off, but Roberts twisted the throttle 
a bit more and scored his second 
National win of the year. The points 
earned moved him into the lead in the 
Camel Pro Series and the holed 
exhaust pipe left him nearly deaf. 

Nixon summed up his second with a 
"didn't have it together" but admitted 
that the Lightweight win and the 
runnerup finishes would do his wallet 
prouder than the “$90 I earned here 
last year.” 

Behind the front-running trio at the 
end was Rich Schlacter, who got 
caught by them and was nearly or just 
lapped at the finish. Missing, though, 
was a dejected Ron Pierce, who was 
dicing with Schlacter for fourth until 
his rear wheel came loose on the 40th 
lap. 

‘Fifeh at the finish was Dalton, 
Georgia’s Dale "Pig Farmer" 
Singleton. “Y'all better run my picture 
— ya heah?” said an obviously happy 
Singleton atter the race. 

Rounding out the top 10 were road 
racing specialists Long, Cooley, Doug 
Libby, Alan Barbic and Robert 
Wakefield. e.

wo years ago, would 
you have believe that 
Harley-Davidson could 
build a decent produc- 
tion motocrosser? 

Simply put, Harley-Davidson — the 
company that builds the four-stroke 
vee-twins that dominate Grand 
National dirt tracks, the company 
whose two-stroke road racers won both 
the 250cc and 350cc World 
Championships in 1976 — has done it 
again in the horsepower department. 
The new, production model MX250 is 
powerful enough to win in any class, 
and is an impressive first effort — with 
a few flaws. 

American Machine and Foundary 
(AMF)/Harley-Davidson has long 
realized the large market potential for 
off-road competition motorcycles, 
particulariv motocross machines. 
With the MX250, the: company has 
firmly committed itself to the 
motocross market. 

This, however, is not a race test. We 
only had the motorcycle for two days 
of testing. one at Dunlap Cycle Park 
near Fresno, California, the other at 
Saddleback, Park near Orange, 
California. What follows is our 
impression of the machine. 

One of the hassles with race bikes has 
been setting them up to your 
particular racing tastes. Off came 
things like junk levers, trash grips, 
shocks that were a joke, followed by 
the dollars involved in engine work. 

Not so with the H-D bike. The levers 
are Tomasellis, made of 2024 
aluminum alloy. The rear suspension 








is handled by gas-charged KYB shocks 
with six inches of shock travel, which 
translates into about nine inches at the 
rear tire. The power plant reminds us 
of the song “Power to the People.” 

All the free-running gears in the 
transmission have needle bearings 
which should last almost forever. Some 
of the best plastic fenders we've ever 
seen take care of mud and water. The 
chrome-moly double-tube frame holds 
a five-speed, fire-breathing engine. 

Built in Italy, the MX250 has all the 
visual appeal of any European bike on 
the market. With matching 
competition orange tank, frame, and 
fenders the cycle’s appearance is 
striking. Made of heat treated 
aluminum, the tank holds slightly over 


two gallons, and is held in place by a 
leather strap. Gas is fed into the 
bridged-intake,  five-port engine 
through a massive 38mm Dell'Orto 
carburetor. 

The over-the-engine and inrougn- 
the-frame expansion chamber looks 
well tuckéd-in. Transmission gears are 
nice and close — perfect. The little 
rubber sleeve on the kick starter 
should last about two days before 
becoming traction on some track. 

The air box is flawless, made of 
plastic with a massive dual foam filter 
inside. Air reaches the box by 
traveling under the seat and over the 
fender. It's obvious that there was a lot 
of time spent in the design of the 
airbox. 

After riding the MX250 on Dunlap 
cycle Park’s manicured track, Cycle 
News test racer Mike Bell said

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*....sometimes I thought the rear end 
was going to start to swap, but it never 
did. The rear suspension was a little 
stiff for me but it was predictable. 
Everything is in the right place. The 
footpegs are just the right height, the 
rear suspension worked." 

Bell circulated the track at 
impressive speeds. During the initial 


Dunlap testing the plan was for Mike 
to ride a 30-minute moto and see how 
the bike felt at race speeds. Nine 
minutes into the moto, the Harley ate 
a piston ring. A quick teardown by the 


attending Harley-Davidson . team 
mechanic revealed that the timing was 
drastically advanced, leading to 
detonation and consequently a strain 
on the ring. 

AMF representatives offered the 
MX250 to us again for another 
evaluation ride later. 

The second day of riding was an 
eye-opener. The bike that handled 
well on the deluxe Dunlap track 
suddenly became different on the 
cobby Saddleback terrain. 

he leading-axle, nine-inch travel 
KYB fork was way too soft for the hard 
adobe, bottoming out many times per 
lap. The right fork leg seal leaked like 
one from an old Husky. Damping 
seemed on the money, but the spring 
rate wasn't even close to being right. 

On the other end, the KYB remote 
reservoir shocks were great. These are 
the same shocks Flying Machine 
Factory (FMF) puts on the bikes they 
sponsor on the 125 National circuit. 

With a price of around $1,700, 
there are many things that should not 
be on the bike. The cable guides look 
like recycled coat hangers and one 
broke in the first 10 minutes of ridin 
The exhaust pipe toasted everyone 
leathers. The brakes have two 
positions: on and off, with nothing in 
between, Side panels stick out a full 
inch farther than seems necessary. 
(On the plus side, the right side panel 
is easy to remove for air cleaner access 

just by rotating three screws one 
half turn each.) 

One final note about the price. 
We've all become very used to 
incredible buys in Japanese 
machinery. Very little yen will pick up 
a very fine racer from several Japanese 


manufacturers. Harley-Davidson has 
not overlooked this fact, and, on June 
7, filed a petition with the U.S. 
Treasury Department to halt alleged 
"dumping" practice by Japanese 
manufacturers. The H-D petition 
alleged that the Japanese 
manufacturers are selling their bikes 
for less than full value, thereby 
unfairly undermining Harley- 
Davidson's market position and sales. 
If the petition. is acted upon, 
drastically increased prices for 
Japanese bikes may soon be reality, 
just as increased protectionism and 
trade regulation is already raising the 
price of  Japanese-made color 
televisions and stereo components. 

In essence, while the MX250 price 
seems high today, it may be normal, or 
even "low" in the near future. 

Harley-Davidson's Grand National 
horsepower is carried over to the 
MX250. The bike is very fast. Riding 
the MX on a hard track is like riding a 
pipey 125 as far as the powerband 
goes, only with a lot more zap. Exiting 
turns on the bike is easy until the 
powerplant came on the. powerband, 
than it's white-knuckle time as you 
hold on for your life. The power 
doesnt come on smoothly, and the 
bike vibrates worse than an open- 
classer. 

At the start gate, the power is 
controllable through wheel spin. If 
you buy a H-D and plan to race where 
there is traction on the starting line, 
better take up astronomy you'll 
definitely be looking at a lot of 
Other bikes pulled the H-D in starting- 
line drag races in first gear, but after 
the orange beast got on the powerband 
it would out-pull anything. 

We often found a large neutral 
between second and third gear. 

Included with the bike is a snappy 
stand that can be used on the side or 
under the frame. A little packet of 
parts is also included — three gaskets, 
an extra foam filter element, spare 
plug. jets. and about five countershaft 
sprockets to dial in the gearing. 

For the first year of production the 
Harley-Davidson MX250 is 

able. AMF has introduced a

Starr’s Film 
debuts in Los 
Angeles 


“The All-American Race,” Peter 
Starr’s hour-long feature story of 
the 1975 AMA Grand National 
Championship season will air for 
the first time in the Los Angeles area 
on Channel 13 at 7:00 p.m. June 26. 
The film, which stars Gary Scott, Mert 
Lawwill, Corky Keener, Јау 
Springsteen and Rex Beauchamp has 
already been seen in other parts of the 
country, but it took until now for Starr 
to sell the package in the highly- 
competitive Los Angeles television 
market. 

More than a chronicle of the 1975 
season and Gary Scott’s ultimate 
triumph, the show is just as much a 
look at Americana. Interwoven with 
the racing action is the “other- 
worldness” of midwestern state fairs, 
cotton candy and carnivals. 

What's more, incredible slow- 
motion pan shots following the 750cc 
flat trackers around the bumpy Peoria 
track, for example, is a real education. 
Anyone who thinks that dirt tracks are 
a Sunday ride compared to motocross 
or desert racing whould look carefully 
at the slow-motion scenes in this film, 
consider the speeds at which the bikes 
are moving and the weight of 
machines themselves. 

Starr's slow motion shows chains 
flexing back and forth in whipping 
waves; wheels bouncing off the dirt 
with such frequency that one wheel 
down and one up is the norm, not the 
exception; and air cleaners whipping 
back and forth like alive anenomes in 
a sea of dust. 

The speeds reached on the mile top 
100 miles per hour, and nowhere is it 
more obvious than during the camera- 
on-bike sequences filmed by Starr. He 
adds a new dimension to racing 
cinematography by taping 
microphones inside the helmets of 
riders, for a bouncing narrative in 
-bursts at speed, matching the helmet- 
mounted, foot-mounted, and seat 
mounted (looking backwards) camera 
shots. Nothing comes closer to being 
on a racer than viewing Starr’s magic 
film. 

Everyone who has ever raced and 
won, or raced to win, will find himself 
nodding in agreement as Corky 
Keener describes in the film what it’s 
like reliving the race afterwards, time 
and time again--each little move, 
every bump, the waving checkered. 

Just as the slow-motion footage 
captures things you can’t see with the 
naked eye, the taped comments of the 
racers capture feelings a non-racer 
can’t know about--until he or she sees 
the film. 

A few segments move too slowly, but 
overall the film “The, All-America 
Race” is a must for everybody who is 
now or has been interested in 
motorcycle racing, especially if they're 
gonna be in L.A. at 7:00 p.m. June 
26.

Yamaha’s Bob Hannah literally 
ran away with both motos at the 


Sandy Oaks 125cc 


National to 


show he was back in the running 


to retain his AMA Champion- 
ship title. Hannah won both 
motos by over 30 seconds, 
despite a sprained ankle and a 
rough whoop-de sand track described 
by the riders as "the toughest on the 
circuit." Taking second overall was 
Suzuki's Danny LaPorte, to retain his 
strong points lead in the series, with 
Broc Glover giving Team Yamaha 
another finishing spot in the top three. 


Hannah's ride at Sandy Oaks was 
allowed by Yamaha team manager 
Ken Clark only on the condition that 
Bob wouldn't ride hard enough to 
aggravate his ankle, which was injured 


previously during the 250cc Nationals, 
and might inturn hamper Bob's per- 
formance at the upcoming Superbowl 
of Motocross. 

The Keith McCarty prepared 
Yamaha which Hannah rode was an 
updated 1977 version of the OW 27 
works bike with which he won the 
Championship last year, but with the 
engine driven waterpump and cooling 
system removed. As Keith put it, "We 
have all the watercooling parts in a 
box, but we don't think the extra 
weight and other problems associated 
with watercooling are worth the ad- 


vantage watercooling provides." The 
overweight handling problems and 
horsepower loss due to the waterpump 
system were handicaps Bob's riding 
ability overcame last year, while many 
privateers thought he held an advan- 
tage. With the works bike “...getting 
closer to production,” Hannah is 
proving this year he’s even harder to 
catch. 

Many highly interesting machines 
were on hand at Sandy Oaks. Tops on 
the list was Pat Richters MX 
Fox/Suzuki with Simons/Fox  long- 
travel suspension mods and ther- 
mosiphon watercooling. Pat almost 
won on the bike at Hangtown and en- 
ded up finishing second when a 
hoseline broke. Crashes both motos 
this weekend dropped Pat way down in 
the points standings after setting 
second quickest times in practice 
behind the Hurricane Kid. 


Probably the most impressive per- 
formance of the day was turned in by 
Kawasaki's Jimmy Weinert riding his 
first ever 125cc National. The ‘old 
man’ really shamed the kids as he ran 
an uncatchable second place the entire 
first moto, only to run out of gas half 
way around the last lap. The Jammer's 
bike, a new 125cc KX pre-production 
prototype scheduled for sale this fall

along with the 250cc KX works bike, 
proved to have a gas tank one ounce 
too small for a sand track. Jimmy sat 
out the second moto because of the 
small tank, and a sore back due to the 
rough course. Other new bikes making 
their debut included a Mickey Kessler 
replica Montesa VB125 with cylinder 
reed induction, and Chuck Sun’s soon 
to be released Husky CR125 with 
longer suspension and lightweight 
hubs. Then there where the usual 
assortment of trick production bikes 
from FMF, D&G, PDI and other firms 
which made the factory works 
machines look anemic. 

Moto one 

Billy Grossi dialed out the holeshot 
in the first moto aboard the same type 
Ra 125 works bike Team Suzuki 
used last year, with Weinert, Richter, 
Glover, Jennings, Myerscough, Wise, 
Hannah, Ogden and Barnett scrap- 
ping it out behind. On the second lap 
Jeff Jennings swapped his way over a 
berm for the first of four getoffs that 
would put him out of contention for 
the day, while teammate Danny La 
Porte styled his way over the rough 
sand, charging up from around 20th 
place at the start to find himself with 
second when Weinert would run out of 
gas on the last lap. 

"I got in the lead and thought - no 
problem, but after a few laps, UGH!” 
Sugar Bear hung out his tongue in a 
sign of exhaustion to describe how he 
faded out of first place, turning it over 
to Weinert on the third lap. The track 
was a killer. Engines screamed in 
protest as riders shifted their body 
weight and feathered clutches to keep 
bogging in the deep sand uphills. Five 
riders would pass you before you could 
recover from a missed shift. 

Weinert took over the lead, but it 





was short lived as Hannah bounced his 
way past both Grossi and the Jammer 
to take control of the race on the four- 
th lap. Left and right riders were 
crashing or breaking. 

Richter - "I thought I'd just cruise 
along and play it safe, but I fell off 
anyway and couldn't get the bike 
restarted." When he finally did get bis 
Fox/Suzuki cranked, Pat was too far 
down to earn any points by finishing. 

Warren Reid - "Went over a jump 
and jammed my front wheel in a hole 
and endoed over the bars." Despite a 
broken seat and rear fender the fac- 
tory Honda rider remounted quickly 
to charge his way from the back of the 
pack up to fifth place by the end of the 
moto. 

LaPorte - “Had to stop once and ad- 
just my clutch.” Danny's ardent use of 
the clutch was burning it out. Tuner 
Pat Alexander would have to replace it 
between motos. Meanwhile ough; 
Danny continued his drive up towards 
third place on the final lap. There 
wasn't any chance of catching 
Weinert, but with just half a lap to go 
the Jammer ran out of gas. 

When he began the white flag lap, 
Bob Hannah had a 45-second lead 
over Weinert. When Jimmy sputtered 
to the side of the track turning second 
place over to LaPorte, Hannah's 
margin of victory increased to nearly 
60 seconds. Despite the injured ankle 
and not being able to use his foot in 
right hand turns, Bob had won 
without sweat, riding at a reduced 
pace. Third went to Gary Ogden on 
the FMF Suzuki, fourth to Japanese 
Champion Koji Masuda on the works 
RA Suzuki ahead of teammate Grossi. 
Retirements included Kessler with 
sand in his engine and Steve Wise with 


a broken piston.

1930's." 

The emphasis here is on the photos 
of the bikes. Specifications of the 
various models are only listed in brief 
as the only text is in photo caption 
form. But if you yearn for a Raleigh, 
Rudge, Ariel, Matchless, Monopole, 
Sunbeam, Scott, Coventry, McKenzie, 
Royal Enfield, James, Blackburne, 
Dunelt, or Vintage era BSA or 
Triumph, order yourself a copy of this 
companion to the same publisher's 
The Veteran Scene and The First Post- 
Vintage Scene. 

The "Scenes" sell for $3.45 each 
plus 35€ for postage and packing and 
are available directly from the U.S. 
distributor, Motorsport, 6115 Gravois 
Ave., St. Louis, Mo. 63116. 

When ordering, request a copy of 
Motorsport's complete line of motor- 
Cycle books. Available at reasonable 
prices are gems such as History of the 
Isle of Man TT, Triumph Story, P.C. 
Vincent's Autobiography, The Gold 
Star Book, and The Restoration .of 
Vintage and Thoroughbred Motor- 
cycles.

What Won’t Be Happening 
at Superbowl VI. 


Are you related to Abraham F. Clouktz? 


hat’s right. There’s a lot of things 

that just aren’t going to happen at 

the Superbowl of Motocross VI, to 

either yourself or your friends, pro- 
vided you follow these directions. 

For instance, you won’t get stuck in a traffic jam. 
Now, if you don’t know who Billy Carter is, have 
never experienced the resurrecting miracles of the 
shower massage, and have never picked up a magazine 
with Farrah Fawcett-Majors on the cover, then ob- 
viously you’ve never heard of, or experienced a traf- 
fic jam. The rules are simple. You, along with every- 
one else, tries to all go the same place, by the same 
route, at the same time. Eventually, you (and one 
of the other contestants) will crash into each other, 
after which you pull over to the side of the road. Now 
it’s the remaining contestants’ turn. They get to crash 
into each other because they slowed down to see what 
damages happened to your car while you crashed 
into someone else. 

BUT if you’re tuned into the hot lines, you know 
that to get to the Los Angeles Coliseum, you can take 
either the Santa Barbara or Exposition Blvd. off- 
ramps from the Harbor Freeway, or the Normandie 
or Vermont exist off the Santa Monica freeway, and 


` miss all the traditional bumper banging, screaming, 


yelling and ceremonious exchanging of addresses, 
names and insurance company phone numbers. 

Or you could go completely by surface streets, 
avoiding the freeway altogether, and getting tons of 
material for the fall when you write your yearly “Ном 
I Spent My Summer Vacation" essay. 

Remember last year when, just after Easter, you 
put a sleeping bag and knapsack on your' mother's 
back, patted her on the head, and pointed her in the 
direction of the Coliseum so that by the time the 
Superbowl rolled around you would have a choice 
place to park your '63 Ranchero? You don't have to 
do that this year. There are no conflicting events; 
the entire Cqliseum and Sports Arena parking lots 
have been reserved. 

Even if you don't have a car, you don't have to 
worry about renting a plane and trying to parachute 
in again, only to get struck by crosswinds and land 
in the La Brea Tar Pits. There's a bus shuttle service 
being set up right now through participating Harley- 
Davidson dealers—it's easy, just buy a $15 VIP ticket 
at the Harley dealer's and you can ride the Superbowl 
Superbus for free to and from the event. 

You know all those football games you go to? When 
you get to the ticket line it looks like lemmings run- 
ning.to the sea. The line itself is four miles long, 
resulting in six marriages, 48 divorces, and twelve 
babies being born between the time you get in line and 
the time you get to the turnstyle and hand over your 


ticket. Not at The Superbowl of Motocross VI. There 
will be 30% more ticket takers, ticket sellers and park- 
ing attendants, plus a special new gate PA system 
will be rigged up to direct you toward uncongested 
gates and tunnels. 

Say for instance that you secretly know that the Los 
Angeles Freeway system was designed by an epeleptic 
draftsman working for Cal-Trans, and decide to leave 
early for the race and miss the rush. No problem. 
You don’t have to sit around watching the grass 
grow, rust form on your car bumper, or your girl- 
friend age before your very eyes. Over at the Sports 
Arena (a mere tennis lob away) you can take in the 
Harley Davidson On-Track Motorcycle Show, with the 
entire line of 1977 bikes, plus 500 of the most exotic 
mounts in Southern California. The parking lot opens 
at 9 AM, the show goes from 10 AM to 8 PM and 
then again from 11 PM and on. The best part is it’s 
not going to cost you an arm and a leg (which 
you might otherwise have torn off another waiting 
spectator just to see his reaction because you’re 
so bored of sitting around). The Harley- Davidson 
show at the Coca-Cola Bottlers’ Superbowl of Moto- 
cross is absolutely free. 

Once you get inside the Coliseum and settled in 
your seat, ready for the races, you'll find that you're 
not going to be greeted with a four foot wide track 
that's seemingly six miles away, resulting in permanent 
eye strain damage. The Mike Goodwin-designed Coli- 
seum track (rated as one of the best by the riders) 
is now 25% wider, has sawdust roto-tilled into the 
turns for berm building and busting and incorporates 
a new super rough, but fast design for Superbowl VI. 
(Side by side racing is in—the ‘‘freight train” effect 
is out). Goodwin observed many of the stadium events 
of past years and incorporated all the best features 
from each track into the evolutionary new design— 
at the Coliseum you'll see the infamous Camelback 
Jump from Daytona, Anaheim’s big berms, a treacher- 
ous double jump, Atlanta’s multi line turns and still 
get the super Ski Jump over the seats to the floor 
of the course. 

The riders start out down a 70-mile-an-hour straight- 
away that suddenly climbs up past the bleachers into 
the Peristyle, and catapults the riders in free flight 
for 150 feet back down to the stadium floor. It’s 
kind of like hang gliding with a rock instead of a kite. 

Then riders are routed over Goodwin’s Gorge, 
into a sharp left hand turn, then a wierdo 6 foot 
off-camber turn, over Insanity Ridge which launches 
them off a 7 foot jump sixty feet down track, and 
just to make it more exciting, a generous sprinkling 
of whoop-dee-doos, wheel breakers, sharp jumps, 
nasty ruts are added, along with the 12 foot Mat- 
terhorn that would whiten the knuckles of an albino 
Austrian Mountain goat. i

. Will the track be exciting? Remember last year?

Speaking of riders, another thing you're not going 
to see at the Coca-Cola Bottlers’ Superbowl of 
Motocross VI is Harland Plots (or his brother, Ferd) 
competing out there with the big guys. The Super- 
bowl of a 100% professional show, with riders in- 
cluding five-time World Champ Roger DeCoster- 
Suzuki, current national stadium points leader Bob 
Hannah, 1976 Stadium Champ Tony DiStefano- 
Suzuki, Grand Prix winner Jim Pomeroy-Honda, 
double Superbowl winner Marty Tripes-Harley-David- 
son, and Kent Howerton-Husky—plus the rest of the 
fast guys will be there, competing in the evening's 
events. Every brand battling with every champion— 
ever. And they'll really be going for it as the Super- 
bowl is the big stop, the Grand-daddy of the quarter 
million dollar stadium motocross circuit. (Last year, 
superstar competitor ‘Jammin’ Jimmy” collected over 
$21,000 for second place!!!!) 

Something else that isn't going, to happen is people 
falling asleep in the stands out of sheer boredom. 
You're going to see some serious, almost non-stop 
racing. You see, these racers aren't the type that chase 
inflated pigskins around a grass field, then appear 
on television, touting the praises of panty hose, 
furniture polish or tooth deodorant (tooth deodorant?— 
JUST WAIT—it’s bound to hit the market soon). 
Instead, motocross riders work hard for a living, 
and don’t kick back. To win the Superbowl you have 
to hump, ride fast, and be able to pilot a 220 
pound snarling motocross machine faster than the 
other guys. 

You’re going to see more racing this year than 
ever before, and each time the gate drops, it counts. 
There’s four 10 lap qualifying motos, two 10 lap 
semi-finals, one 15 lap consolation race, and then the 
biggie, a single 20 lap, sudden death, winner take 
all, final event, where anything goes and there’s 
no referee calling fouls because of someone’s elbow 
permanently planted in someone else’s forehead, or 
time outs because one of the participants sprained 
an eyebrow hair and wants his personal doctor to 
take a ‘‘lookey-see’’. 

So we’ve solved your driving, parking and getting- 
in problems. Of course the race itself is the most 
exciting, highest attended motorized event in the 
western portion of the United States, and you owe 
it to yourself to attend. Wear your best looking 
t-shirt—CBS will be there filming again, and all the 
newspapers and magazines will be taking pictures. 

If all of this doesn't thrill you, you could always 
stay home and watch Let's Make a Deal with Monty 
Hall.

Moto two 

Sand really flew on the opening lap 
of the second moto as the Yamaha duo 
of Glover and Hannah disappeared 
down the starting straight’s three foot 
whoops, using up the entire track with 
their sideways lock to lock antics: 

Danny LaPorte was following a 
slower rider too close and spilled over 
in a high bermed turn. Grossi and 
Richter plowed in behind. All three 
were down nearly half a lap when they 
got going again. Richter broke his rear 
brake in the process, leaving him with 
no brakes at all. This was because 
none of the riders could use their front 
brakes in the deep, soft sand. To do so 
meant an instant crash from a plowing 
front wheel. 

By the second lap the positions had 
sorted out to Hannah pulling away 
with the lead again, this time over 
Glover, Danny Turner, Wise, Reid, 
Barnett, Myerscough, Keese, Cole and 
Ron Turner. 

Koji Masuda stepped off in the 
whoops and had his bike run over by 
another rider, breaking one of its rear 
shocks. . 

Positions remained fairly steady for 
the first half of the moto then Dan 
Turner began dropping back from his 
third place position. This moved Steve 
Wise up into third followed by Reid 
and Barnett. 

Towards the end of the moto 
LaPorte would make up enough of the 
lost distance after his crash on the 
opening lap to work his way into four- 
th ahead of Mark Barnett. Reid would 
be bumped down a notch by Barnett 
to sixth. 

California hotshoe Danny “Magoo” 
Chandler had been running in eighth 
place after engine problems the first 
moto when he ran into one of the steel 
stakes holding up the snowfencing. 
Danny had to be taken to the hospital 
with undetermined injuries. 

Bob cruised to his second moto win 
a good 30 seconds ahead of teammate 
Glover. “I liked the sand. The bike 
worked good. If I can just finish the 
rest of the races I know I'll have a good 
shot at the championship." 

Seems Yamaha had entered Hannah 
at both the Midland 125cc National 


and the Carlsbad 500cc GP to be held 
this following weekend. The Carlsbad 
entry would be used by Bob only if he 
had problems this weekend at Sandy 
Oaks and wouldn't ride the remaining 
125cc Nationals. 


250 Support 


The 1976 AMA National Amateur 
Champion, Tod Perkins from Duncan 
Fall, Ohio, pulled off the overall win in 
the Support clas. Tod worked up 
from a fifth place start in the first 
moto passing Penton's Frank Stacy 
and Mark Robillard on a Husky as the 
two battled over second position most 
of the race. Stacy won out as he pulled 
away from Robillard near the end. 

The second moto was victory for 
John "Action" Ayers as he wheeled his 
Yamaha around the course with the 
lead the entire moto after pulling the 
holeshot. Perkins moved up to second 
place which proved good enough for 
the overall win. .

CALIFORNIA CITY, CA, JUNE 19 
hough he crasned the 
previous day, Bob Bal- 
entine (400 KTM) 
brushed it off and led nearly the 
entire race to win the Desert Racing 
Assn. (DRA) hare scrambles at 
CaliforniaCity. 

Amateur Аза Decker (250 Yam) 
led the anxious field of racers to the 
bomb with Gary Davies (400 Yam), 
Balentine, Morgan Malocco (400 IT), 
Kent Perkins (390 Hus), and Pat 
McEvoy (400 Yam) following in close 
formation. 

Balentine gained the lead shortly 
after the smoke after passing the hard 
charging amateur, Davies and never 
relinquished it. Davies went down at a 
road crossing about a mile after the 
bomb. 

Tom Kelly (250 KTM) rode strongly 
through dust, catching and overtaking 
Decker about seven miles out. 

Malocco was running well when his 
kill button shorted out in a rocky 
section of the course. It took Malocco 
little time to remedy the situation, but 
in the process he lost several places. 

Coming down the hill and into the 
pits at the completion of the first of 
three loops it was Balentine. About 40 
seconds later Kelly arrived with 
Decker and $552 right behind. Mike 
Johnston (400 KTM) was the next 
scooter to come down the hill with 
Malocco, Perkins and Davies trailing 
with a bit of space between each of 
them. 

Malocco solved his early problems 
but Davies’ problems were still 
occurring in the form of a broken 
swingarm. 

Back at 16th position a battle was 
going on between Kenny Upp (125 
Yam) and John Foster (125 Yam) for 
the lightweight lead with Upp having a 
slight advantage. 

On the second lap Balentine had 
pulled about 40 seconds on Kelly. 
Mike Johnston got by Decker on the 
second tour of the course and was 
twisting the throttle hard in an effort 
to catch the leaders. In the process he 
punctured one of his tires and 
developed a slow leak. This did not 
slow him much, however, and he 





continued out on the final excursion of 
the 20 mile course. 

Monte Lee (250 Yam) was the 
victim of a bad start and was only 


running 12th at the completion of the 
first go round, seventh by lap two. 

Novice Richard Zajic (250 Suz) also 
broke into the top 10 on the second 
loop after running 15th on the 
previous lap. 

Een though Balentine let up on the 
last loop he still had a bit of a lead and 
took the checkered flag just ahead of 
teammate Kelly. Johnston was running 
third for the majority of the last loop 
but just before the finish he 
encountered wheel troubles and was 
unable to finish. 

Decker was in for third doing an 
outstanding job of racing finishing 
ahead of Malocco. Perkins contracted 
a flat tire on the first lap and 
continued on to the Open Amateur 
win and fifth overall. 

Lee was in next with another one of 
his consistent finishes and staying just 
far enough ahead of Open Junior 
winner Pat McEvoy to nail down sixth 
overall. Zajic put in a very good effort 
for the day edging out Eric Burney 
(390 Hus) for eighth overall and first 
novice. 

After all of the problems 
encountered earlier in the race, Davies 
also had to overcome his rear brake 
locking up to finish in the 10th spot. 

John Foster pressed Ken Upp hard 
for the first two laps, eventually taking 
the lightweight honors due to Upp's 
DNF. 

The Senior Amateur race was 
between Larry Upp (250 Yam) and the 
presistent Jay Sheldon (250 Yam). 
Sheldon had trouble with his throttle 
sticking and consequently had to settle 
for second place. Vern Heth (125 Yam) 
out-rode Elwin Johnson (175 Yam) for 
the win in the Junior 0-200 Expert 
romp. 

It was no surprise to see powder puff 
Lori Farmer (250 Bul) bring home the 
gold, beating Nona Richardson (250 
KTM), who rode her first race as an 
amateur today. Novice Jolene Payne 
(175 KTM) rode up with the amateurs 
and was able to take the class victory 
over Michele Griffin (250 Hus). 

Mike Van Acher (125 Yam) led 
overall on the first loop in the 
beginners race but the eventual winner 
was Jack Fuller (250 Yam) with Rob 
Poznoff (125 Yam) and Steve Hale 
(400 Yam) following. Van A;cher had 
to settle for fourth just ahead of Danny 
Van Acher (175 Yam). 

It was another good day for racing 
with clear skies and good warm 
weather.

Harley-Davidson asks 
government action against 
Japanese manufacturers 


WASHINGTON, D.C. 
Harley-Davidson Motor Co., 
Inc. has filed a petition with the 
U.S. Treasury Department ac- 
cusing Japanese motorcycle 
manufacurers of illegally “dumping” 
hundreds of thousands of motorcycles 
in the United States. 

The petition said that Honda, 
Yamaha, Kawasaki and Suzuki are, to 
varying degrees, selling motorcycles in 
the United States at prices as much as 
58 percent below those being charged 
for the same motorcycles in Japan and 
Europe. Such practices are prohibited 
by the Antidumping Act. of 1921. 

Harley-Davidson, the — only 
American motorcycle manufacturer 
and a subsidiary of AFM 
Incorporated, said Japanese dumping 
practices had seriously affected the 
company by unduly eroding its share 
of heavyweight motorcycle sales in the 
United States and by effectively 
preventing it from establishing U.S. 
production of lightweight and 
middleweight motorcycles. 

. The. petition compared prices of 
1977 Honda, Yamaha, Kawasaki and 
Suzuki motorcycles in Europe and 
Japan with those in the United States 
and showed consistently lower U.S. 
prices by differences of as much as 
$737 per unit. 

John A. Davidson, President of 
Harley-Davidson, told reporters that 
Harley-Davidson is seeking healthy 
international trade and competition, 
not protectionism. “We believe our 
motorcycles are competitive, in quality 
and performance with those of 
Japanese manufacturers,” hesaid. @

the pit straight, injuring his pride, 
obtaining a little pavement rash and 
doing a lot of damage to his bike. He 
went one more lap before calling it 
quits. 

Nixon then took the lead and held it 
where it counted, but Mike Baldwin 
set himself on Nixon’s rear wheel and 
the pair played swap the lead in the 
back parts of the course through lap 
eight. 

Baldwin made his turn two pass of 
Nixon for the lead stick on lap nine 
and set out to open some breathing 
room.

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World Champion: 


The Roger DeCoster Story 
Part VIII: The comeback gy john Huetter 


ate every afternoon from Tuesday 

to Friday in 1975 the green Volvo 

would pull off to the side of the 

road by the lake out in the “Coun- 
try Club district” of Keerbergen. Roger 
DeCoster would get out, pull on his bright 
orange-and-blue training suit with “Willem II 
Cigars” incongruously emblazoned on it and begin 
running around the lake. It was a little over three 
miles. Roger would start off on Tuesday of every 
week at about a 24-25 minute pace, pushing it 
tharder every day down to nearly 20 minutes on 
Friday. He didn't especially like running any more 
than most 31-year-old successful businessmen- 
professionals, but three days of each week, the run 
would be followed by another six-12 miles of high 
speed bicycling. Monday, the day after riding two 
45-minute motos of International motocross, he 
rested. 

“There was some talk that maybe I was not in so 
good condition last year; that Heikki was stronger 
than me," explained Roger. "If anything it was 
my mental condition and I certainly wasn't getting 
as much racing time with my bike breaking. I just 
want to be very ready when the season starts this 
year. It's already started but for Grands Prix, I 
mean, and to have the bikes ready." 

The physical conditioning started the first of 
February. The mental conditioning had started 
long before that. And the bikes were ready. The 
RN Suzukis were little changed from the 1974 
season but they were, by now, very well sorted out. 
The things that had broken before were not 
breaking. Mechanical problems were not a feature 
to worry about with every moto. All the elements 
for confident, strong riding seemed to be there. 

Still, Roger was not winning the International 
races: those prestige events at which Grand Prix 
riders begin to take each other's measure before 
the World Championship begins. Most of these 
events are in Belgium and Holland. Some, like 
Leummen and St. Anthonis, are quite well- 
known, important races in their own right. One of 
the stars of the pre-season racing was a young 
American who was riding for Husqvarna — the 
Swedish racing marque. His name was Brad 
Lackey. He also was Roger’s down-the-block 
neighbor that year in Europe. . . by intent. 

They often trained together, pushing each 
other to excel in the classic battle of youth vs. 
experience. Brad was the easier runner; Roger 
more at home on the 10-speed bike. Sometimes, 
they would take their practice bikes out together 


to one of the dwindling number of training tracks 
in Flemish Belgium but only when one or the 
other wasn't working on something new — like 
trying improved shocks or engine parts. When 
Brad started finishing ahead of Roger in the 
Internatinals, the former World Champion 
reflected, only half-joking: “Maybe I have shown 
him too much already.” 

When it comes right down to the steel gate and 
the checkered flag, World Championship 
Motocross is a very solitary, personal business. 
DeCoster, as much as any other contender, really 
didn't need to have any more hungry competition 
than there naturally was. Especially, competition 
that profited from his painfully acquired 
knowledge. In fact, as the Grand Prix season 
moved closer on the calendar and especially after 
it started, demands on their personal time and 
psyche dictated that Roger and Brad would train 
separately more and more. 

That was the only season that I trained with 
DeCoster. For three lung-bursting days with every 
muscle from the neck down screaming in revolt at 
the abuse it was taking, the thought of going out 
again every afternoon was indescribably bad. 
After the third day, the notion was kind of 
appealing in some strange, superior-feeling way. 
Not fun, exactly, but you knew it made you, 
well...different. 

"I don't know how much this running really 
helps your riding when it comes to the Grand Prix. 
But when I'm sitting on the line I know I've done it 
and maybe some other guy hasn't so I'm going to 
be a little better prepared than he is. If you know 
you're better prepared than anybody, there is 
some confidence." He grins and shrugs his 
shoulders. DeCoster knows. 

The reason for the most intense preparation the 
former World Champion had ever subjected 
himself to was easy to sum up: Heikki Mikkola. 
The burly Finn had taken the maximum 500cc 
motocross title from Roger. Now, Roger had to 
play a new game. One he'd never played before, 
called regaining the World Championship. 

The first innings were played out near 
Sittendorf, Switzerland at the first 500 Grand Prix 
of that season. The lines of battle were clearly 
drawn between the two main World 
Championship threats: Mikkola and DeCoster. 

The man on the other side of this struggle had 
his problems. Heikki had broken his back about 
six weeks before in a Scandinavian motocross. The 
cracked vertebrae were painful as Heikki strapped 
himself into a cumbersome back brace getting 
ready for the first moto of that event. 


- The track was in near perfect condition from 
recently melted snow. Every rider there had a 
chance to show what he could do with some 
traction on this long, difficult Grand Prix track. 
The result: victory for DeCoster in the first Grand 
Prix of the season. But it was close, The decision 
went to Roger based on best time as he and Heikki 
were tied on points earned toward the World 
Championship. Heikki took pains to remind 
people of that even as Roger gloated in his 
opening round win. 


"I would have had a more clear cut win, taking 
both motos, if I hadn't gotten knocked down at 
the back of the course in that second one," said 
Roger later. “The carburetor flooded on the side 
of the hill and I had to wait for it to clear... just 
like an old CZ with a Jikov." It was clear who was 
going to be doing the serious racing for the #1 
plate that year. 

A particularly inattentive waitress at the 
visually perfect Swiss restaurant provoked an 
outburst of opinion from the day's tired, hungry 
winner. 

"It's like this always in Switzerland. The food is 
bad, the service is terrible and it costs too much! 
Don't you think so?” he asked, needing no 
confirmation. The tableful of Japanese mechanics 
just looked inscrutable while poking at their fish 
— very badly cooked by Japanese standards. 

"Grand Prix is all so serious now. It’s just 
business really. We used to have some great tirnes 
after the races. One time here in Switzerland, Joel, 
Dave Bickers and myself were having a kind of 
party in some little inn, a chalet, you know. Then 
Joel started throwing the beer mugs into the 
fireplace when he finished drinking one, then 
everybody started doing it. Soon we were drinking 
more so we could throw the glasses...but we 
ended up paying for it, too. Sometimes, it would 
take all we won that day. Maybe Joel more than 
some, but all of us. Now, it's a little colder; very 
serious between riders.” 

Mikkola won the next race: the Italian Grand 
Prix. But only at the expense of two DNFs by 
Roger while he was leading. The conditions were 
terrible. It had rained all night and was pouring 
down even harder as practice ended. 

The weather only compounded the usual 
screwed-up Italian way of running a Grand Prix. 
There is a lot of pageantry and self-congratulation 
with little accuracy. The mud got deeper and 
deeper as riders turned their practice laps. A 
minimum of five laps on the hilly course were 
required to qualify for the Grand Prix. The 
Italian lap-keepers were very random in their lap 
counting. Four regular Grand Prix competitors, 
including American Brad Lackey, were 
eliminated from the start while all the Italian 
unknowns made the starting field. It was typical 
but no less frustrating because of it. 

DeCoster has a reputation for riding well in the 
mud, established ever since his trials days and 
victories on the slippery courses of Belgium. Never 
had that complete mastery been better 
demonstrated than in that losing effort in Italy. 
By the halfway point of the first moto, Roger had 
a three minute lead, only to have the electronic 
ignition's black box go sour. He repeated the 
performance only to water out near the end of the 
second round. Only about seven riders finished 
both motos in the standing water and hub-deep 
mud, slithering up and down the multiple hills. 

Goggles were useless after the first turn of that 
GP and all the riders' eyes suffered. The day after 
the debacle in the mud; early in that season of 
trying to overcome Mikkola, Roger's eyes were still 
red and wollen shut from the mud they'd 
absorbed. Curiously, he was smiling and in very 
good humor as his wife, Laurie, led him to the 
breakfast table. There was some mutal 
commiseration with his already near-sighted 
Suzuki teammate Gerrit Wolsink about the 
miserable condition of their eyes. Dr. Gerrit 
offered a few medical opinions about the hazards 
of Grand Prix racing. 

In response to a comment about Heikki's win 
giving him a big lead in the championship points 
standings, Roger turned and grinned from below 
his swollen, draining eyes, "I will beat him in 
Finland." 

The next week, on Mikkola's home track in the 
piney, sandy hills near Hyvinkaa, Finland, Roger 
came from behind in both motos to do exactly 
that. The psychological victory was even more 
shattering than the one on the track. Roger was 
never headed in the World Championship 
standings from that point to the end of the season. 

He made a mockery of the racing shibboleth 
that no Grand Prix rider can have both a good 





beginning to the season and a strong finish... ciesseus >» 


Having won the first GP of the season in 
Switzerland, he continued a pace to win the last, 
one five months later held again in Luxembourg, 
the site of his ultimate defeat in 1974. He became 
the first man in history to win four 500cc World 
Championship titles in motocross. Roger's 
shattering competition performance en route to 
that historical achievement included 12 moto wins 
and overall victory in seven Grands Prix. 

DeCoster's dominance of the 1975 Grand Prix 
season was, in reality, even more impressive than 
mere statistics suggest. Again, after Italy, failure 
of the Suzuki's electronic ignition (new for the '75 
season) robbed him of an overall GP win just 
minutes from the end of a moto. There were 
happily few other breakdowns that year as the 
RN works bike developed a reputation for 
reliability which it still enjoys. 

For Roger, that season marked a brilliant 
comeback, crafted with the preparation and 
dedication of a man who would be World 
Champion again. His only significant frustration 
was an inability to put together overall victories in 
the North American swing of the World 
Championship tour. Despite winning the first 
moto of the U.S. 500 Grand Prix in California and 
some white knuckle charges through the pack 
toward a seeming victory in Canada, the points 
and the wins eluded him. Somehow, the setbacks 
fired him to try harder rather than demoralize 
him. Roger, the man, had grown in maturity and 
understanding of how to achieve a championship. 
After finishing that last moto in Ettelbruck, 
Luxembourg the champagne flowed once again 
for the DeCoster family and friends. There were 
no excuses, no broken parts, no “might-have- 
beens." The 1975 World Championship 
established Roger DeCoster as the winningest and 
perhaps most complete motocross racer of the 
decade he continues to dominate. Not 
incidentally, Suzuki was very happy about having 
the yellow and black International color #1 plate 
back on the front of one of their machines. 

With a fourth World Championship added to 
his string of accomplishments, Roger returned to 
the U.S. in the fall of the year for the TransAMA 
series. He was now the defending TransAMA 
champion — the maximum U.S. achievement for 
International motocross riders. After his crushing 
victories in Grands Prix, there was no compelling 
reason for him to put out a special effort to win 
the TransAMA again. But he won it anyhow. 
Aside from personal reasons, his main motivation 
for winning was for the benefit of the growing 
numbers of American motocross fans, many of 
them his fans. It has been estimated that as many 
as 40 percent of the crowd at any American 
TransAMA race has come there primarily to see 
Roger DeCoster race motocross. 


Racing in America was good for Roger that 
year. He took the winner's share of a lot of purses 
and enlarged his already considerable image. A 
sense of awe and geunine affection seemed to pour 
from the American fans wherever he raced, or 
merely mingled with the crowd. 

The brutal conclusion to his season's racing 
came on a warm afternoon at Carnegie Cycle Park 
near Livermore, California. Working up from a 
bad start on the dusty course, DeCoster sailed over 
a straightaway jump riding flat out on an RN400 
Suzuki geared for 84 MPH. When he touched 
down on the far side of the jump, the front fork 
and wheel assembly parted from the rest of the 
machine. Roger skidded 50 feet on his face, 
tearing off helmet visor, mouth guard, and 
goggles before he started bouncing and rolling 
across the hard-packed course. 

The new World and TransAMA Champion was 
a bloody, dirty mess by the time the racer's reflex 
sent him internal messages to get off the course. A 
deathly hush came over the crowd when they saw 
the works bike split in two and their hero crawling 
painfully through the dust. 

He was air-evacuated to a nearby hospital 
where a surgeon went to work with disinfectant, 
needle, and sutures. The doctor was used to 
sewing up rodeo cowboys and did a decent job of 
repairing Roger's face though it wasn't until he 
was through the he knew he had stitched a World 
Champion back together. It was the worst crash 
Roger had had in five years of International 
racing. People who saw the get-off that day feel he 
is lucky to be alive. 

Miraculously, nothing was broken, though his 
face was a complete disaster area. DeCoster had 
already amassed enough points to ensure the 1975 
TransAMA victory for himself and his sponsors. 
He still felt a responsibility. He had the stitches

taken out by the following Friday and was talking 
with some difficulty, about racing in the final 
event of the TransAMA series that Sunday at 
Saddleback Park, in Southern California. Suzuki 
U.S. Competition Manager Merv Wright and 
Roger’s wife, Laurie, both prevailed on him not to 
race. Roger felt he should make an effort to race 
whether or not his bruised and lacerated body was 
telling him he could race. He understood why 
many people came to that last International 
motocross of the year: to see Roger DeCoster. 

They did see him. Roger was there, scabby, 
black and blue, face swollen but stitchless. 
Wearing the cap and jacket of two of his sponsors, 
he mingled with the crowd, watching his first 
complete TransAMA race from the other side of 
the fence. Between motos, he worked along with 
the mechanics on the other Suzuki riders' 
machines. 

The racing pits were open to the public after 
this event and, within minutes, Roger was 
surrounded by a crowd eager to have the 


autographed posters he was making available to 
them as partial compensation for not racing that 
day. The demands were generally orderly but 
there was an insistence from the crowd. Winner of 
the day, American Tony DiStefano, and second 
overall Suzuki teammate, Dutchman Gerrit 
Wolsink, were in the same pits. It was Roger who 
was mobbed by the American motocross fans. 

He tried a victor's smile when presented with 
the silver cup, wreath, and champagne in 
celebration of his overall TransAMA victory. But 
his mouth hurt too much from its open cuts and 
the pleasure was more reflected in his eyes — one 
of which was still bruised blue and purple. Fans 
still waited to see him or to get his autograph while 
Roger talked for a while with race promoter and 
CBS Vice-President Joe Parkhurst. 

The cloud of people followed him back to the 
Suzuki pits where he kept talking to them and 
autographing scraps of paper, programs, posters 
and T-shirts until it was too dark to see. e

Wonders of wonders! Not only 
did Marty St. Martin finish a 
race, but he actually won. Long- 
time rider/racer St. Martin has 


been running the desert for many a 
moon, but ess Tte a 
bridesmaid...” St. Martin (YZ) 
started in the llth row of the five- 
man-per-15-second grid start and did 
the required four laps faster than A.L. 
Haydis and Marty Haak. 

The White Mountain GP was run 
over the 5,600'-altitude Rim Country 
terrain outside Taylor, Arizona, near 
the New Mexico border. Composed of 
rolling grasslands and enduro-quality 
washes, the course provided something 
to hate for just about everyone. The 
riders were treated(?) to powerline 
roads, ancient railroad beds (complete 
with paleo-ties), gnarly washes, roads, 
stairstep uphills through the Moenkopi 
Sandstone and part of the Taylor MX 
course. Add pine trees to that and you 
get a variety of terrain found only in 
the Tonto Enduro. 

A truly outstanding turnout greeted 
the race crew: 385 starters. This was 
the highest ever for an ADRA race! 

As previously mentioned, the race 
was a timed event, wherein rows of five 
riders were released in 15-second 
intervals; the results determined on an 
elapsed time situation. Physical leader 
was Yamaha rider Ed Zornes (Phx) 
who led for over three laps until what 
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appeared to be a brake-stay/chain 
failure slowed him to an overall 
eighth. Several seconds back (on the 
last lap) were Haydis and Haak, close 
enough to cover with a blanket. 

The most subversive part of the 
course, in the author's opinion, was 
the old railroad grade which was 
apparently smooth and straight, as 
railroads must be. Wrong. The ties 
had been pulled many moons ago and 
the amplitude/frequency system made 
it extremely rough for the lesser riders 
(i.e. the author). In addition, the RR 
grade portion of the course terminated 
in a 40' x 40' wash, which although 
well-marked, swallowed several riders 
"at speed" (according to Lady 
Beginner Bobby Boedell, who watched 
in awe..."Ahhhh"). 

If any portion of the course could be 
termed a pain in the neck, it was the 
five-mile creek bed. No kidding. This 
was as enduro-oriented as anything 


you'll find. 12-24" boulders, trees, 
sand, etc., you name it. A real down- 
pipe-eater. 


The three-lap ‘non-expert/amateur’ 
race was won overall by "Old Timer" 
Murle Williams, a good bet to do it at 
all local races to the kids. The scary 
thing was the third overall (second 
under 40 old-timer behind Williams) 
finish of Mark Samuelson on a G-50 
Beezer. I thought all of those were 
either in England or the Checkers 
MC! Williams finished five minutes 
ahead of second overall; first Open 
Novice Ryan Dickson. 

The Long Distance Award (a non- 
existent situation) goes to E.A. 
Nemecek who flew in from Olympia, 
Washington for the weekend and 
borrowed fellow Sun M.C. member 
Ron Whittington’s RM 370 and rode 
to sixth Open Amateur.

World Championship 
Trials Series, Round Eight 


Coutard wins in 
Canada, Sweet first 
American at fifth

CHICOUTIMI - NORD, QUEBEC, 


CANADA, JUNE 5 

Yrjo Vesterinen, the defending 
World Champion from Finland, 
gave Bultaco teammate Charles 
Coutard a swift kick in the rear 
immediately after both finished 
the Canadian round of the 
World Championship Trials 
Series. "Charlie, damn you!" 
yelled the usually quiet Vesterinen. 
What the mock anger was about was 
the fact that Frenchman Coutard had 
nipped Vesterinen, 15 to 21, scoring 
his second consecutive win of the '77 
observed trials series. 

The two riders had finished the first 
loop with just one point separating 
them; Coutard 10, Vesterinen nine. But 
the second loop saw Coutard pick up 
only five markers, a remarkable per- 
formance considering that heavy rain 
all day long had made most of the sec- 
tions more difficult the second time 
around. Vesterinen picked up 12 
points and that made it a "very happy 
day" for Coutard. "I didn't really ex- 
pect to win last Sunday in Michigan 
and if you had told me that I'd win 
both North American rounds - well, I 
would have laughed at you," said 
Coutard. 

Third with a 14/12 - 26 was Mon- 
tesa mounted Malcolm Rathmell. 
Behind Rathmell, who was resplen- 
dent in the brightest Belstaff suit ever 
seen on these shores - a brilliant yellow 
and reddish orange rain suit — was 
Yorkshireman Martin Lampkin. The 
26-year old Britisher had pulled in af- 
ter the first loop with what he 
diagnosed as "a bloody broken toe." 
The Bultaco rider filed a protest of a five 
he had been given at Section 27 on the 
last loop. That section which was just 
two away from the finish, saw Lam- 
pkin “hit the rock holding a section 
marker and the marker fell. Well, I 
nudged the rock, not the marker." 
The protest was allowed and Lam- 
pkin's score was changed from 44 to 
39. No effect on the outcome overall, 


but a move that shows Lampkin 
doesn’t like “fives.” 











-` New Yorker Don Sweet finished fif- 

th, earning him a “top American” tag. 
That title is no longer needed in trials 
as has been proven this season. Top- 
ping his fellow Americans pleased 
Montesa sponsored Sweet, though. “I 
had a flat during the second loop and 
I changed it only to have it go flat 
again. I came in and changed it again 
and still finished within my alloted 
time (six hours plus an hour of grace). 
I'm just now getting into form,” said 
Sweet. 

Only Bultaco's Bernie Schreiber 
registered another top 10 performance 
for the U.S.A. Schreiber finished 
seventh with a score of 34/27 - 61, far 
off the winning tally. “I did a huge en- 
do in a hillclimb type section. It was a 
real spectator one. When I came 
around to that section on the second 
loop I saw they had taken it out of the 
trial. I wish they had taken it out on 
the first loop,” said the ever-smiling 
Californian. The local daily 
newspaper featured a large picture of 
him lying down with his Bul on top 
of him and - yes - he was smiling. 

An indication of the degree of dif- 
ficulty of the Canadian trial was given 
by the scores tallied by Canadian 
riders. The highest Canadian finisher 
was Trevor Howard who rode a Suzuki 
to 20th finishing position with a score 
of 111. Canadian National Champion 
Michel Larouche turned in a 113 
aboard a Yamaha. 

Most riders praised the trial and the 
amount of work put into the event by 
the Club de Motos du Saguenay, Inc. 
The only criticism voiced by the 
majority of the riders was directed 
toward the course markers. Most felt 
that more course markers should have 
been used. A few riders criticized the 
section checkers, many of whom were 
inexperienced and doled out either too 
many or too few marks too many 
times. 

The 29-section/two-loop trial star- 
ted and finished in a city park; 
featured a raised starting platform 
complete with flags, and public address 
system (which gave its share of 
problems); provided a club house 
building where a free breakfast and 
supper was served to the riders and 
their guests; saw sponsorship provided 
by Molson, a Canadian beer; and 
awarded unique trophies in the form 
of a local sculptor's efforts. The latter 
point was lessened when the majority 
of top riders including winner Coutard 
failed to show up for the trophy 
presentation ceremony. 

All in all, a fine trial and a fitting 
departure for another year to the 
finest trials riders in the world. The 
visiting group of the likes of Coutard, 
Vesterinen, Rathmell, Lampkin, 
Karlsson, Birkett, Soler, Lejune, An- 
drews, etc. once again displayed their 
mastery of the sport of trials. But the 
likes: of Sweet, Schreiber, Whaley, 
Eggar, Leavitt, Griffitts, etc. gave 
warning that American trials riders 
are a force to be reckoned with. 

The World Championship series 
resumes on August 28 with the 
Swedish round. Several American 
riders have stated that they will contest 
that event as well as the final three 
rounds in Finland, Czechoslovakia and 
Switzerland. Perhaps the red, white 
and blue flag will be raised high over 
one of those trials' finish areas. Ы

Fringer wins, Collins 
breaks at IDBA drag 
championships

WEST SALEM, OH., JUNE 12 
There was a new pair of hands 
on the grips of Joe Smith’s 
double Harley but the straight- 
arrow runs carried the mark of 
the ‘Grandaddy’ as Ron Fringer 
piloted the “King Rat” to Top 
Fuel victory in the Rick Case 
IDBA Grand Nationals. 

Fringer, of Garden Grove, Califor- 
nia stopped the clocks in 8.32 seconds 
at 167.26 mph and also shattered the 
dreams of Elmer Trett of Oxford, 
Ohio, whose single engine Harley 
fueler was nearly a full second slower 
at 9.34 and 163.93 mph. 

Russ Collins put a few new wrinkles 
in the asphalt of Dragway 42 as he 
unleashed - for the first time - the 
Titan strength of his new super- 
charged V8 Honda “The Sorcerer.” 

The big Honda definitely was put- 
ting down heavy horsepower but 
Collins was able to work his way up to 
just over 135 mph when the primary 
drive chain went south, taking a 
couple of rather important bolts with 
it. 

“TIl have to call it quits for the day, 
til I can get to a machine shop and 
crank out a couple of beefier parts to 
hold all this horsepower together," 
Collins said. 

He's aiming at consistent runs in the 
200 mph range when all the bugs are 
worked out of his latest creation in 
quarter-mile terror. 

The crowd at the event was 
something else. Bike Baron Rick Case, 
who has motorcycle stores scattered 
across northern Ohio, put together a 
program that attracted racers from 
across the country. 

$30,000 in purse monies speaks 
loudly and covers much ground. 

As a result, 634 motorcycles were 
entered and the record turnout stret- 
ched the three-day event more than 
four hours beyond its scheduled con- 
clusion time. 

Officials at the (Dragway 42) track 
reported more than 10,000 spectators 
watched as bikers of all sizes - from 35 
pound Chance Darling on a sub-mini 
Indian to brute bulk king Marion 
Owens - reached for a handful of 
glory. 

Super Comp winner Anson Holley 
of Slidell, La., did it in 9.45 seconds at 
154.90 mph on a 75 Harley and David 
Taylor of Muncie Ind., was king of the 
Modified hill in 11.21 at 117.95 mph. 

Pete Grasselli of Reynoldsburg, 
Ohio, was Ultra Stock champ in 10.99 
at 120.16 on his '72 Kawasaki 750. Joe 
Yeager of Kansas City, Mo., also did it 
on a Kawasaki, (75, 1103) winning the 
Pro Stock title in 9.92 at 135.13 mph. 

Street champ was Ed Hedrick of 
Wellsville, N.Y., riding a '76 
Kawasaki 750 that reached a speed of 
102.27 in 12.57 seconds. .

Steve Baker stretches 
point lead with third in 
France; Estrosi wins

American Steve Baker extended 
his lead in the Formula 750 
World Championship, but the 
Yamaha factory rider had to 
settle for third best behind 
Frenchman Christian Estrosi and 
Swiss ace Philippe Coulon at 
Dijon, France, the fourth round 
of the series. 


In both 45-lap races Baker was 
relegated to third spot by the brilliant 
Estrosi and Coulon, who outshone the 
rest of the 33 strong entry. 


Now Baker leads fellow American 
Kenny Roberts, who has already given 
up any interest in the championship 
battle to concentrate on regaining his 
American crown. _ 





Estrosi disappeared into the distan- 
ce at a tremendous rate in the first 
race, after passing early leader 
Christian Sarron after six laps. From 
then on, there was no-one else really in 
the race! Lap by lap he stretched his 
lead over Sarron, while Philippe 
Coulon, the other member of the 
Marlboro team closed the gap on 
Sarron. 

Baker, victim of a mediocre start 
was also beginning to improve his 
position, after shaking off the early 
challenge from Bernard Fau and Mar- 
co Lucchinelli, who in fact had been 
ahead of the pack on the opening lap. 

The race didn't come alive until the 
halfway stage and the pit stops. First to 
take on fuel was Frenchman Michel 
Rougerie but it was a lengthy stop, 
and he dropped from ninth to 15th. 


Four laps later Sarron, now down to 
third place after being caught and 
passed by Coulon, made his stop. It was 
slickly done, but even so Fau, Baker 
and Lucchinelli had gone through

But unlucky Christian didn't last 
much longer. For the third time this 
year the front wheel just slid away 
from him on one of the tight Dijon 
turns and he stepped off, angry, 
disappointed and upset, but unhurt. 


Estrosi was in and out before 
Coulon, the second place man had 
come into sight, and really Christian 
was very much in a class of his own. 
Only mechanical trouble, or a fall 
looked like stopping his runaway vic- 
tory. 
With 30 laps completed, and 15 to 
go Estrosi was well clear of Coulon, 
while Baker, after a slick refuelling 
stop was just ahead of Lucchinelli and 
Fau. Sixth now was John Newbold, 
riding much more like hisold self, 
while Rougerie in seventh spot was the 
last man, at that stage, not to have 
been lapped by Estrosi. 

Even Ago, now slipped back to 
eighth place was a lap down on the 
youngster from Nice. Shortly after 
Sarron’s departure his Gauloises 
Sonauton team mate Patrick Pons was 
out, too. 

He had been circulating comfor- 
tably in the seventh place before the 
pit stop, but soon after a sticking valve 
in the carburetor kept pumping fuel 
out onto the rear tire. 

After more than 2% hours 
break the depleted field was back on 
the grid for the second leg. This time it 
looked, for a brief moment, as if Baker 
would make ammends for, what by his 
standards, must have been a disap- 
pointing first race. 

He rocketed into the lead, but after 
just a lap or two Coulon and Estrosi 
were there on his tail, and on the third 
lap they both swept past. 








Coulon led till the 12th lap, with 
Estrosi apparently happy to shadow 
him round, but then the Nice motor- 
cycle dealer went ahead, and even 
during his pit stop he never once lost 
the lead from then on. Christian had 
broken the lap record in the first leg, 
but he went quicker still this time out 
to fix the record at 1m 27.3s. 

Baker's third spot looked as though 
it was not going to be taken easily. 
Rougerie, pulling clear of a group made 
up of Newbold, Fau, Agostini and 
Lucchinelli always had the American 
in his sights, and but for badly 


.blistered hands, and a motor that he 


claimed was slow, he might have 
pulled another surprise. 

Newbold's misfortune came shortly 
after Ago had stopped, and their ab- 
sence left Bernard Fau, on form now, 
having a real dust up with Marco Luc- 
chinelli, who had borrowed a spare 
ignition system from Warren Willing. 

Their dice lasted throughout the 
race, and was helped when they both 
rushed in, and out, together in their 
respective feul stops. 

Warren Willing had 
about going the distance, but decided 
against it, because he was so far in 
front of Teuvo Lansivuori, who was 
having to fight to hold off Hubert 
Rigal, that Warren could have almost 
nipped down the road to Dijon for his 
petroil! 

Victor Palomo, the reigning For- 
mula 750 champion, back in action 
after his Moto Journal 200 crash at 
Paul Ricard in April, thought he had 
hurt his back again when hecrashed at 
high speed in the second race. For- 
tunately he hadn't and was taken to 
hospital with a spot of concussion.

Estrosi roared home to the cheers of 
his fans. He and Coulon had spent 
some days earlier testing at Dijon, and 
there can be no doubt that helped 
them, but on the showing of the day 
the pair would have beaten almost 
anyone anywhere! .

Katayama and 
Rougerie win at 
Spanish GP

MADRID, SPAIN, MAY 22 


A tiny piece of perspex lying on 
the track brought Barry Ditch- 
burn’s hopes of winning his first 
world championship гасе 


crashing to earth at the Spanish 
Grand Prix at Jarama near 
Madrid. 

Ditchburn, on the factory 
Kawasaki was then five seconds clear 
of the pack, after nine laps in the 
250cc race, and pulling away. But 
with the machine cranked over on the 
limit around one of the Spanish cir- 
cuit’s twisty bends it hit the perspex 
and the front wheel slid away. 

He remounted after kicking straight 
the handlebars and dumping half a 
hundredweight of gravel. out of the 
fairing, and finally battled through, at 
the end of the 35 lap event, to eighth 
spot. 

But Barry was disappointed, and 
who could blame him. Officially 
second fastest in training to Japanese 
rider Ken Nemoto, the whole paddock 
knew that the Kawasaki racer was 
really the quickest in practice, and he 
was confident he could win. 

It was cruel luck, but fate smiled, on 
few folk at Jarama. One of them was 
Takazumi Katayama, who survived a 
frightening moment in practice 
whenhe was torpedoed by Spaniard 
Benjamin Grau on the rapid works 
Derbi, to go on and win the 250cc 
race, and take third spot in the 350cc 
event, to move into the championship 
lead. 

The 250cc race started with Ditchburn 
the pacemaker Venezuelan Aldo Nannini 
had had a brief taste of fame. But 
Barry on the Kawasaki moved ahead 
starting the second lap. He would have 
stayed there, too, if Leif Gustafsson 
not tumbled at the same corner just a 
short while earlier. Down went Barry 
on the debris, and that was that. 

His departure left Takazumi 
Katayama, South African Jon Ekerold 
and Alan North disputing the lead, 
with Barry remounting 50 seconds 
behind them. 

Ekerold was to be victim of cruel 
luck, though. The gear change lever 
snapped off after twenty-three laps, 
and though he struggled on for a while 
in third gear he was finally forced to 
call it a day, after dropping down to 
fifth spot. 

Katayama was now 20 seconds up 
on North who was interested in 
finishing in one piece and saving his 
energy for the 350cc event later. But 
his nearest rival, Frenchman Olivier 





Chevallier did not look like catching 
him. 


Nannine was already out. He'd 
crashed, without injury after 24 
laps when dicing with North for 
then third spot, when his chain had 
snapped and wrapped round his rear 
wheel. 

Christian Sarron, in trouble with his 
Yamaha pattering hard on the bends 
was fourth home, and Mario Lega, 
showing his fine Imola results on the 
Morbidelli were no flukes was fifth at 
the flag. 

Other Italians were not so lucky. 
Reigning 250 and 350cc champion 
Walter Villa didn’t qualify in practice 
for either class, and only when the 
FIM allowed four more starters in each 
class did he make the field in the 350cc 
event. 

His team mate Franco Uncini was 
also struggling with a bike that was 
quick enough, but didn’t handle, and 
he limped home a dejected 13th. 

Even so he keeps his lead in the 
world championship tussle, with 
Sarron second, and Alan North, Tom 
Herron, thanks to a seventh in his 
race, and Mario Lega now all joint 
third. : 

Herron went well in the 250cc race, 
but he looked in even sharper form in 
the 350cc event which wrapped the 
proramme up. 

Early leader here was Bruno 
Kneubuhler, who surrendered number 
one spot to Michel Rougerie after 
seven laps. But while they were dicing 
it out, Herron was charging through 
the field. But with eight laps run, Tom 
crashed heavily at the first sweeping 
right hand bend when his Yamaha 
seized while chasing eventual third 
placement Takazumi Katayama. 

The race had been held up for more 
than 30 minutes because of a light 
shower of rain. Some riders decided to 
stay with slicks and hope the track 
would dry out, others like Rougerie 
went for intermediate tires, and hoped 
to make a big enough lead while the 
surface was damp to make up for any 
problems later in the race. 

Michel's tactics worked. He built up 
such a good lead that neither Sarron 
nor Katayama could catch him. But 
Takazumi was delighted with third 
spot. He and his mechanics had 
worked through the night to prepare 
his machines after just a single day's 
practice session, and now he leads the 
350cc championshp battle. 


Closest to crashing, without actually 
hitting the deck, was achieved by Swiss 
ace Bruno Kneubuhler, who attributes 
his early sporting days as a gymnast to 
avoiding disaster. 

Early in the 350cc race he had his 
Yamaha sideways in a big slide, which 
corrected itself so quickly that his legs 
came up onto the saddle, his hand 
slipped inside the fairing and his head 
touched a footrest. 

"I was sure I was going to crash, so I 
waited for the bump, but thenl 
realized I wasn't off, looked up, and 
the bike was upright. I couldn't believe 
it, but on the next lap the crowd at 
that corner cheered me," said Bruno, 
after finishing a. surprised, but 
delighted fourth.

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Mauna Kea 200 
enduro: Dick Vick 
clicks

HILO, HAWAII, MAY 29-30 

The "Big"Island of Hawaii was 
host to the second annual Mauna 
Kea 200 sponsored by the small, 
but enthusiastic Rock Island 
Riders Motorcycle Club. 


Forty-five riders from neighboring 
islands of Oahu and Maui and as far 
away as Tahiti and the Mainland 
desceded upon the quaint little resort 
town of Hilo where the Enduro began 
on a rainy Saturday with Dick Vick of 
San Clemente, Ca. taking the overall 
honors on a borrowed 360 Husky 
without a speedometer! 


Perhaps the best word to describe 
the overall weekend is “diversified,” as 
it applied to the weather, terrain, rules 
and people. Most riders agreed that 
they were back again because last year 
had been so muck fun. In fast, there 
was an almost 100% return. 
Californians Jim Jenks, Grubby Clark, 
Malcolm Smith, and Dick Vick had 
been invited to ride by Dave Rochlen 
(of “Surf-Line Hawaii” shirt fame.) 


Although advertised as an enduro, 
it was actually a curious combination 
of enduro and Six Day rules. One had 
to keep time like an enduro and stay 
on what turned out to be a good, tight 
schedule, but as in Six-Day rules, 
riders had to carry all tools with them 
that they may have needed to use. 
Riders could help one another work on 
their bikes, but could receive no 
outside assistance. When Hugh 
“Fireball” Kelly (so named during the 
course of the event when his gas cap 
came off with predictable results), 
the rider from Tahiti had a flat tire in 
the rain in the jungle brush, he didn't 
know Malcolm Smith could have 
changed it for him in three minutes. 
Instead Malcolm "talked" Kelley 
through it for 20 minutes. 


The first part of the course was a 
section of paved road leading out of 
town which served to warm up the 
engines and bodies for the toughest 
section of the entire ride. Organizers 
didn't waste any time getting the riders 
into the thick of it. It was the section 
that had had everyone wondering--the 
four m.p.h. “Log Trail”. Dominic 
Grupido, a trials rider and motorcycle 
shop owner from Honolulu, described 
it as a “killer” after having four flat 
tires. 


It was extremely slick, grassy mud 
where it was difficult walking, much 
less riding. There were huge logs along 
dense jungle trail to go over with little 
traction. You couldn't get up much 
speed to clear them, so there as a lot of 
lifting in the heat and humidity. You 
could follow the trail by jackets and 
jetseys left behind as riders shed their 
gear in the stifling heat. Since there 
was no room to pass, ridefs had to help 
each other get through. 


At 7,000 feet came the loose lava 
rock trails which turned into the hard 
lava flows laid down by Mauna Loa's 
eruptions as late as 1974, and 
infamous "Blue Ribbon Trail". The 
serpentine six-mile course was marked 
by blue ribbons which were difficult to 
see on the black, asphalt-like terrain. 
They had to stay within the markers as 
nature had created lava "tubes," great 


gaping holes leading to infinity and 
difficult to see in the huge lumps of 
lava until one was practically on top of 
them. There was also the danger of 
breaking through a soft crust and 
disappearing for quite sometime. Even 
locals like Ed Ung, Dave Webster, and 
Paul Novak were amazed with the 
lunar-like, cratered terrain. It was like 
riding on the surface of the moon and 
just as eerie. Traction was terrific 
here, but what began as brand new 
tires were incredibly eaten away by the 
cinder lava, giving everyone the 
handicap of almost totally bald tires. 

The end of the first day's ride 
totalled 80 miles and. ended at the 
Mauna Kea State Park at 7,000 feet 
where everyone was bunked down in 
neat wood cabins with log fires. The 
ness hall was the scene of much bench- 
racing and everyone was refueled by 
cold beer and great meals cooked by 
the wives and girlfriends of club 
members. 

Thirty-six riders finished the day as 
Colin Iwasa took the lead with 15 pts. 
followed by Roger Singler (16), 
Nathan Jensen (17) and Dick Vick 
(20). Malcolm Smith's chances for 
victory were gone when he wound up 
277 and 30 minutes early at checks four 
and five after zeroing the first three. 
He couldn't figure it out until he rode 
along with Jack Chink and discovered 
his watch was gaining time! Last year'a 
winner on a Honda TL250, Jonathan 
Bratten now on a MR250,looked 
doubtful to retain his crown when he 
lost a shock and some time. Those who 
had better luck were tired and red- 
eyed, but eager to start the second 
day's 120-mile run up Mauna Kea 
volcano. Eager that is, unless you were 
Grubby Clark and had just made the 
fatal tourist’s mistake of consuming 
two Ibs. of macadamia nuts and a six 
pack. 

Day two proved to be a little easier. 
The course first ran along a beautiful 
palm tree and exotic flower-lined road 
through Parker Ranch, the second 
largest ranch in the USA. Next came a 
breathtaking 60-mile trail 360° around 
the 7,000 foot high lever of Mauna 
Kea, a very rocky trail through the 
clouds hugging the volcano which 
occasionally gave way to spectacular 
views of the ocean and shorelines 
below. Afterwards, the trail wound 
through the quiet inland town of 
Wainea where riders were treated to 
another lunch stop on the roadside--a 
Hawaiian treat of "Sashimi," a 
jellyroll-like gourmet dish of 
marinated fish and vegetables rolled in 
rice and seaweed--fantastic! 

Overal winner Vick was more 
surprised than anyone by his win. He 
just had a good time riding along and 
enjoying the scenery, wishing he could 
stay longer and go exploring the 
island. In fact, he and his wife Carol 
rodce up to the very top of Mauna Kea 
(13,000 feet) after the event on the 
Husky. 

Paul Jensen, the man responsible for 
the event, deserves a gold medal for his 
task of organizing and laying out the 
diversified course. He even loaned us 
"haolis" from the mainland a home to 
stay in. Paul was ably assisted by Dick 
Wilson, Ed Araki, Steve Bauer, 
Wayne Blyth, Nick Reyncids, and 
Gary Pierson.

Point road race

SEARS POINT, CA, JUNE 12 

Paul Ritter on an 860cc Ducati 
was the fastest thing on wheels 
Sunday during the American 
Federation of Motorcyclists (AFM) 
Sears Point road race. In the Open GP 
race Paul shot off the line ahead of the 
TZ750s of AMA experts Mike Baeder 
and Rudy Galindo. Ritter set a 
staggering pace as he turned 1:57 
laps. Galindo crashed out of second 
place (and possibly out of the AMA 
National here next month), breaking 
his collarbone in the process, and 
Baeder, whose bike was sliding 
noticeably in the turns, wisely decided 
to pull in, rather than risk injury. 
That was nothing compared to what 
Mike Westra must have felt after his 
100 m.p.h. slide near the start/finish 
line. Baeder came back out later to 
win the 250 GP in convincing style, 
despite an early challenge from Al 
Collins (Yam). 

Ritter was back out in the next race, 
and took his Euromart/Aero-Union- 
sponsored 750 Ducati to its seventh 
consecutive 750 Production class 
victory. Closest challenger was Vance 


Breese, the Open Production winner, 
on an 850 Moto-Guzzi, about five 
seconds behind. Greg Sachs (Hon) and 
Fred Koren (Hon) meanwhile were 
having a terrific dice for the 550cc 
Production lead, with Sachs barely 
ahead at the flag. 

Bill Henry rode a Specialist II- 
prepared RD350 to overall victory in 
the Superstreet race, despite having 
his clutch cable break three laps from 
the finish. 

The day's closest race was in 410 
Production, which saw six riders 
battling back and forth for the lead. 
Class points leader Gennady 
Liubimsky was first, with the Yamahas 
of John Chermak, Steve Sizelove, Tom 
Chew, Jed Hargett, and the Kawasaki 
of Kim Clark snapping at his heels. 
Chermak was his usual consistent, 
reliable self, also taking second place 
in 250 Production and a third in 200cc 
Production. 

Northern California Can-Am dealer 
Gordon Seim scored a victory double 
in the 250 and 200cc Production races. 
Gordon also added to his recent 
collection of crashes, when a fellow 
Can-Am rider seized in front of him in 
practice. Neither rider was hurt. 

In other action, Jody Nicholas 
slipped his Motorcylist Magazine test 
Honda MT125R around at a blistering 
2:04 pace to win the 125 GP, and the 
Coleman/Andrews Suzuki sidehack 
beat the Kawasaki outfit of defending 
AFM sidecar champion Wayne 
Lougee and Randy Hough. e.

Combined with 
Roger Brown's awful luck in the 250 
races, Glen Johnson's points carried 
him to the series first overall ahead of 
Brown, Duncan, and Blackwell.

Another natural talent is emerging 
from the Intermediate ranks in the 
person of young Bruce Hallmark of

both 125 and 250 Intermediate state 
honors over these huge classes. 
Hallmark used a trick Martin's Honda 
CR125 and a 250 Penton out of Euless 
Cycle Center on the tough Texas Series 
trail that also ran at Rio Bravo and 
Cyclerama in previous successive 
weeks. Ace Novice Guy Allen of 
Cleburne edged Odessa’s Malcolm 
Vincetn (Hon) by only of four points in 
the race for series first place, although 
Vincent's 2-1 gave him the Whitney 
win. Allen, whose dad runs Cycle 
Roundup Suzuki, came close to high 
point man in the 250 Novice, too, but 
Brent Dodson (Yam) of Fort Worth 
said "No way, Guy-Guy!" and nailed 
the championship with a 2-1 first at 
Whitney over Allen's 1-5 finishes. In 
the 100cc class, Mark Loving’s 1-1 
sweep over 33 riders was almost, but 
not quite enough to overtake Mike 
Allen of Spring, Texs, who despite a 
13-2 on the day, won the series by six 
points, with San Angelo’s Mike 
Walcott third, only one point behind 
Loving.

Pierce pressures 
Baldwin into 
crashing, wins 
Superbike 
thriller

LOUDON, NH, JUNE 19 

The Superbike Production race 
was, as someone in the pits said 
later, a case of snatching defeat 
from the jaws of victory. The 


snatch, or more accurately an 
explosion of the haybales only a few 
yards from the finish line by Mike 
Baldwin while in sight of the 
checkered flag, handed Ron Pierce the 
victory. 

Pierce, aboard the North Chester 
(California) Motorcycle Parts BMW, 
and Baldwin, riding the Reno Leoni- 
tuned Premier Motor Corp. Moto- 
Guzzi were down to a four-wheeled 
blur during the last few laps on Bryar 
Motorsport Park's twisting 1.6 mile 
course. Early leader Reg Pridmore 
and his Racecrafter's Kawasaki were 
then 20 seconds back in third. 

For Baldwin and Pierce the strategy 
was simple: To win. The final lap was 
an attack and counter attack affair 
with the pair sweeping through nine of 
the 10 turns with first Baldwin and 
then Pierce holding the edge. Entering 
turn 10, the final downhill-uphill fast 
right-hand sweeper, Baldwin slid out, 
and Pierce was in. Mike was able to 
push across the finish line, but his 
outside help had crossed the track in a 
manner regarded unsafe by the AMA 
and he was penalized a lap. The move 
dropped Mike to sixth. 

The early laps shaped up as a 
helluva fight between Pridmore, 
Baldwin and Pierce with each sharing 
positions one through three at any 
given time. Their racing was 
conducted at the torrid lap time pace 
of only a second and a fraction more 
than the National. 

By the halfway flags, the trio was 
wheel to wheel in some of the best 
racing seen during the weekend. 
Pridmore then began to slow leaving 
the fight. Rounding out the top five 
after Baldwin's accident were Kurt 
Liebmann, Keith Code and Kurt 
Lentz. ө
